Louis Doucette, one of the Assessors of Wil- 
mington passed on during the past week. One of 
the finest gentlemen ever to grace our town, Mr 
Doucette was a quiet and unselfish servant of 
the people. A member of the Board of Assessors 
for about 20 years, he could have, had he so 
chosen, become principal Assessor on several oc 
casions,: but Mr. Doucette refused such a chance 
because it distressed him to get into arguments 
He preferred the l>s6s exciting position of As- 
sistant Assessor. He was willing to forego the 
honor, and preferred to remain on friendly 
terms with the world. 

There are many tales that can be told about 
this man. He was, for instance, the son of the 
first Frenchman (as the term is understood in 
Wilmington) to settle in this town. Mr. Dou- 
cette's father, Jeremiah emigrated from Nova 
Scotia shortly after the Civil War, and worked 
for Silas Brown, at the old Nod Mill, in North 
Wilmington. No longer in existence, the Nod 
Mill stood off Salem Street, on Martin's Brook, 
and was for many, years a source of lumber to 
‘the community. Jeremiah was a sawyer, and he

Assessors at that time were earning a ridic- 
ulously small salary - we think it was about 5 
cents an hour, take home pay. 


The members of the Board agreed that they 
would fight for an increase in salary, in the 
annual town meeting which took place one week 
after election.- 

Then, it turned out, the other two members 
of the Board were unable to attend, and Louis 
was left to do the fighting - mild, inoffensive 
Louis, who above all preferred to have peace.’ 

It struck the citizens of Wilmington, in 
that town meeting, as fiumny, that a man who had 
just run for office should now be saying that 
there wasn't enough pay. For a few moments 
things didn't look too good for Louis, but he 
presented his arguments, and his sincerity was 
very evident. He won the raise, for the town 
underst md’ his position. 

And now, after 20 years of service to his 
fellow man Louis has passed on to his great re- 
ward. 

The least we can say is that he was one of 
the finest gentlemen ever to grace the Town of 
Wilmington.

hill and through Wilmington 
Square. 

It was quite a thrilling 
sight, in those days, to watch 
the snorting, galloping horses 
drag that apparatus around. 
Much more thrilling, we think 
than to watch todays highly 
mechanized equipment speed 
through town. 

But, to get back to Billy, he 
was quite a boy in his day. 
Many was the fight he had as a 
youngster, because his parents 
had come from the South. When 
he and his brothers went to 
school it was nothing for them 
to have to face 10 or 15 boys

Third Scene 

The Fire 
Tragedy struck the Congrega- 
tional Church in Wilmington, 
on the night of Feb 15, 1864; 


LBS 100TH ANNIVERSARY FROM 
LAST WEEK - CONCLUSION 


First Scene 
An Early Meeting 

Enter Mr, Tollman, the minis 
ter, and the ladies. They seat 
themselves, being bery defer- 
ential to him. The president 
calls the meeting to order and 
the secretary reads her report 
The president reads from the 
Bible, and they all say the 
Lord’ s Prayer. The business of 
the day is to decide whether 
or not they will paint the par 
Sonage fence, and if they will 
assume half the expense of 
shingling the parsonage barn, 
(Later 
they voted to pay for the o- 
ther half too). These matters 
being attended in the affirma- 
tive the business meeting 
comes to an end. The ladies 
arrange themselves more infor- 
mally and pick up the patch 
work squares lying on the ta- 
ble. They begin to sew them to 
gether. All except one woman, 
who opens her reticule and 
takes out her crocheting, where 
upon the treasurer haughtily 
rises and passes her a plate, 
on which she places eight 
cents, the fine im osed on any 
one who brings her own work to 
a meeting. 

The ladies settle themselves 
to their work, Mr. Tolman also 
seats himself comfortably and 
begins to read aloud from Gray- 
son's Letters, When he has fin- 
ished the women, still sewing, 
begin to sing a hymn. Then they 
pick up their work, stand to- 
gether while he pronounces the 
benediction and go out. 

Second Scene 
Wart imes 

The Civil War came in the 
first ten years of the LBA, We 
have no record of the worry 
and heart-break of these 
years, All we have is the list 
of things which the women sent 
in one barrel to the soldiers. 
Here they come, bringing them 
to the church. 

The women come in with their 
arms piled high. They have 
quilts, bandages, cotton cloth 
caps and capes which they 
place on a table and examine, 
and begin to fold. One woman 
comes in a little bit late. She 
is bringing 6 pairs of red 
flannel drawers. 

As there was no other mention 
of this war save the packing 
of this list, neither was 
there any mention of the Span- 
ish American or the First 
World War in these reports, and 
only here and there a mention 
of the Second World War. If we 
had only these brief reports 
to @ hy, we would have no i- 
dea of what the Congregat ional 
women did in those hard times. 

We know that in the Second 
and probably the First World 
War they worked for the Red 
Cross, and in the Second for 
the Blood Bank, the canteen 
and the Victory Drives. 

In the midst of all this indi 
vidual work however, it seemed 
to be ‘business as usual’ in 
the LBS. They even gave sup- 
bers, though with what food 
stamps and sugar rations, they 
forgot to mention. Only one ac 
tivity as a church group (and 
this was not confined to the 
LBS) did they carry on. Unier 
the leadership of Miss Henri- 
etta Swain they wrote letter 
after letter to the soldiers 
who had gone out from the par- 
ish, following them literally 
to the uttermost parts of the 
world. 

As the women on the stage con 
tinue to prepare and fold 
Civil War supplies, modern wo- 
men on the front seats rise 


full swing at the church, a 
fire destroyed the Bond Crack- 
er factory across the street. 
A spark from that fire lodged 
in the tower of our building. 
With only a fire bucket brig- 
ade, nothing could be done to 
reach the blaze, so firemen 
and parishioners alike had to 
stand helplessly by, and watch 
as with agonizing slowness, 
the church burned to the 
ground. 

A group of women, their hair 
in curlers, wrapped up in 
shawls, burst through the 
doors. In a panic-stricken 
huddle, they clung to each 
other, hide their heads in 
their hands, turn away, try 
not to scream, and constantly 
look up as the fire creeps 
dow. They are discovered by 
Mr Tolman, who is also in a 
disheveled condition, wearing 
a night-cap. He gives them 
hope, prays with them, pro- 
nounces @ benediction, and 

they go out with their heads 
held high. 

That they continued to hold 
their heads high, we recognize 
when we read the only mention 
of the fire in the secretary's 
notes. That came two years 
later, when the new church was 
in the process of construction, 
Those two years the women had 
held their meetings in the 
town hall, without ever a men- 
tion why. In the town hall, 
however, the exiled women had 
not been idle. When the men of 
the church asked the LBA what 
they would do to help furnish 
the new church, they answered 
modestly, (but to us amazing- 
ly) that the LBA would make 
itself responsible for the 
settees in the vestry, the 
carpet, the pulpit sofa and 
chairs, a table, lamp, AND the 
furnaces, These several items 
amounted to $1750.63, a for- 
tune in those days. But we can 
imagine the pride and joy with 
which the LBA met in the new 
vestry, where we are sitting 
now for the first time, May 
23, 1866. We have only recent- 
ly bade a much-too-lingering 
farewell to the furnaces, the 
Settees have gone -- many of 
us wish we had one --, the 
sofa is being restored at the 
moment, but we are looking at 
the table and two chairs, 
lasting mementos of the devo- 
tion and hard work of our old- 
er sisters. 

They say that the first hun- 
dred years are the hardest. We 
hope that particularly in the 
next hundred years, which we 
begin today, that there will 
not be a disaster. We know 
however, that there will al- 
ways be repairs, additions, 
changes, many of them finan- 
cially as much ofa burden as 
a disaster. 

We can’t act out what is 
happening on our side of the 
stereoscope in this’ field of 
modernization and expansion of 
our church plent. All we can 
say, as is inscribed on Sir 
Christopher Wren’s tomb in St 
Paul’s cathedral in London, 
“if you would see my monument, 

look about you’. Look around 
this room decorated by the 
Laps. Look out in the kitchen, 
which we redeemed from a

| gloomy. unsanitary, inconven- 
ient room, waterless, for 
there is a notation of paying 
the janitor 50¢ to bring water 
for a church supper, to the 
‘ charming scientifically plan- 
{ned work room our kitchen now 
is. Think of the kitchenette 
upstairs, the touches which 
iwe have added to our parish 
, house. In fact, look anywhere 
| in the entire plant, includ- 
ing the parsonage, and put 


; what you see in the 1957 side 
| of the stereoscope. Now we see 
| what the two sides really 
blend into. It is a dedicated 
$, always adequate for the 
church need at hand, and be- 
hind the money, the busy hands 
of women, steadily working, 
successfully earning, joyfully 
giving to the church. 

Nor have we, in all the hun- 
dred years, considered our 
work done when the church was 
in good repair, or we were 
able to get some new dishes. 
That has been only the begin- 
ning, the springboard into the 
work of the larger church. In 
fact, the Missionary Society 
antedates the LBS, certainly 
by eight years, and perhaps, 
though the records are lost 
for fifteen years more. Again, 
only a composite picture can 
give you a picture of a cent- 
ury of outgoing labor. 

Fourth Scene 

One Hundred Years of Missims 

On one side of the room is a 
quilting frame, with a finish- 
ed quilt on it. In the center 
is a big barrel. At the other 
side is a table with an elec- 
tric sewing machine on it, and 
piles of garments, some unfin- 
ished. Across the back wall is 
a large map of the United 
States. 

Through one door come the wo- 
men of earlier days. They are 
carrying clothing, bedding, 
and odds and ends. They take 
the finished quilt from the 
frame, fold it, and put it in 
the barrel. Then they pack the 
other items, holding each one 
up. 

Through the other door come 
the women of today. They are 
carrying finished garments 
and work to be done. One per- 
son has a carton, which she 
sets on the floor. One sits 
down at the table and starts 
stitching. The others start 
packing and examining the 
clothes they have brought. 
Neither group notices the oth- 
er. 

The music starts softly, 
“We’ ve a Story to Tell to the 
Nations’. When the barre] is 
packed, the reader announces 
that it is ready to be addres- 
sed. One of the women comes 
forward with a large black 
crayon, and writes on a big 
oblong of paper, Mr Booker 
Washington, Tugkegee, Alabama’ 
The A group turns and goes in 
a single file toward the back 

of the room. The leader car- 
ries a pointer. She points to 
Alabama on the map, and passes 
the pointer to the next person 
who points to another state. 
As the procession goes on, 
each one pointing to a state, 4 
the B group shuts off the 
machine, and falls in line 
each pointing to a state, 
to Puerto Rico. The reader an- 
mounces that in 100 years, a 
box has been sent to practical 
ly every state in the Union. 
One by one the group passes 
out of the B group.

In her ‘Flash-back’ Mrs An- 
dersen read you the preamble 
of the Constitution of the 
LBA, accepted one hundred 
years ago. We have striven to 
show you that the spirit of 
that preamble is as real and 
as vigorous now as it was then, 
Nor has there been any time a- 
long ,the way when it has not 
been alive and strong. We are 
choosing to close our stereo- 
vision, the words of the secre 
tary included in her annual 
report of the year 1906:

Sixth Scen 
A Fashion Show of Fairs 

We have been staring at the 
pictures through our stereo- 
scope, portraying a 100 years 
of women’s work in the church. 
Even as short and inadequate a 
skit as this shows beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that the 
aims and ideals of our society 
have not changed in the cen- 
tury of its existence. That is 
why the two pictures fade har- 
moniously into one. The pic- 
ture we continually see is the 
composite of women worshipping 
together, then working for 
their church in problems, in 
disaster, in war, in peace. 

In whatever state the woman 
have found themselves, they 
have needed money to pour back 
into.the church. Missionary 
work, or as we call it now, 
Friendly Service, painting or 
Papering the parsonage, help- 
ing to engage a Youth Director 
all this and much more has 
called for funds. 

Over the years, the women 
have found that the best way 
to earn money has been by a 
fair, or a sale or @ festival. 
So from the start, the LBs 
usually annually, has had some 
sort of an event of this kind. 
They have tried all kinds-- 
many of the earlier ones as 
clever as the recent ones. 

So we feel it is not anti- 
climactic, nor out of the 
spirit of this event, to have 
a Fashion Show of Fairs at the 
close of this program. We have 
told you what we have done 
with the money-now see how we 
have earned it.

the Commission. 

n other municipalities there 
are schools, approved by this 
same Commission, with a cost 
of $73,000 per room, or about 
$20,000 higher than the Wil- 
mington School. 

The Commission prefers that 
the School Building Committee 
go back to Town Meeting and 
ask for $650,000 instead of 
the present sum of $800,000, 
then call for bids, and ask 
for more money, if needed, at 
a subsequent Town Meeting. 

The Commission gave the Com- 
mittee a letter stating that 
approval will be forthcoming, 
on receipt of bids. 

According to the spokesman, 
bids will be out sometime in 
the middle of August, or the 
first of September, barring 
unforeseen events. He stated 
that the Committee had asked 
for, and received $800,000 for 
the new school, and if they 
had asked for a sum not exceed 
ing $800,000 the Emergency! Fi- 
nance Commission would have 
had no qualms about approval. 

The spokesman pointed out 
that at the present time Wil- 
mington will need five extra 
classrooms this fall, and that 
so far only four are available 
one in the East Wilmington 
Betterment Association, one in 
the DAV Hall, and two in the 
American Legion Hall.
